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Wilmington Ford sold? .

The former Wilmington Ford 
site, an unused eyesore in town for 
the past few years, could soon re- 
turn to its previous use. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, 128 Ford of Read- 
ing has a purchase and sale agree- 
ment for the property contingent 
on, most notably, the obtaining 
from the board of selectmen of a 
Class I license to sell automobiles. 
Caira said selectmen would likely 
address the issue of the license at 
their March 25 meeting. 

“It is my understanding that if 
they get the licenses, it will go 
through,” Caira said. 

But 128 Ford General Manager 
C.J. Patti Wednesday denied any 
involvement with his company in 
such a deal. 


“We were contacted by them,” 
Patti said, but “at this point in time 
nothing is happening.” 

John Gorman, an attorney asso- 
ciated with Attorney Kevin Sulli- 
van of Tewksbury, who is repre- 
senting the Wilmington Ford own- 
ership, confirmed that a purchase 
and sale agreement was in place, 
but did not say with whom. 
Gorman deferred comment to Sul- 
livan, who is on vacation this week. 

So despite Patti's denial, it ap- 
pears something is afloat with the 
Wilmington Ford parcel. 

Caira said that if the new owners 
intend to do what they say - sell 
cars, which is what the property 
was last used for - he does not see 
selectmen having any problem in 
approving a license. 

There is also a tax matter that 


must be cleared up. Town Finance 
Director Joseph Peters said Mon- 
day he has placed an $87,000 lien 
on the property for back taxes. 

If all the hurdles are cleared, the 
site, located at the intersection of 
routes 38 and 129 near Rocco’s 
Restaurant could soon be in use 
again - an attractive prospect to 
Caira, who, while favoring a retail 
development there, would take the 
car dealership. 

“It’s probably not the ideal use 
for what the town was looking 
for,” Caira said, adding on a 
positive note that a car dealership 
would not take as long to get start- 
ed as a retail development would 
and would create less of a traffic 
problem. “At least that property 
will “get cleaned up and used,” 
Caira said.

As Wilmington goes, 
so goes the nation 


Demos draws political career to a close

In April, when Wilmington vot- 
ers take to the polls, at least three 
names will be found vying for two 
school committee seats. None of 
those names will be that of Dr. 
James Demos, whose fifth term as a 
member of that board expires this 
year. Demos has said he will not, 
at least for now, seek a sixth. 

“I gave 15 years of service,” De- 
mos said.' “I feel good, I feel 1 did 
something for the town and for the 
kids. I’m glad’to see [other candi- 
dates running] because other people 
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should get on there.” 

When Demos, 61, first got on 
there in 1972, Richard Nixon was 
in the White House and the school 
committee existed as an autono- 
mous body, making virtually all 
school system decisions and hitting 
up Town Meeting for funds on its 
own. 

After his first three-year stint on 
the committee, Demos took a year 
off to begin pursuit of doctorates in 
special education and ‘education 
administration at Boston College. 
The following year, he ran again 
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and won, serving two more terms. 
In 1982, he ran for a third consec- 
utive term but was defeated. He 
took off the rest of the decade, 
winning back his seat in 1990. 

Twenty-three years (15 for 
Demos on the committee) later, 
Bill Clinton holds the presidency 
and 1991's Education Reform Act 
has made superintendents across the 
state school system czars. 

The vast change in the role of the 
school committee since he was first 
elected suits Demos just fine. He 
said the diminished role of the 
committee has helped remove poli- 
ties. from: important board deci- 
sions. And with his $40 election 
campaigns (spent mostly on thank 
you notes to supporters) and pro- 
fessional dedication to education, 
Demos has never been consumed 
by local politics, even as he’s taken 
a considerable role in it for most of 
the last quarter century. 

“I think its changed for the 
better,” he said. “There is more 
parent involvement, more commu- 
nity involvement and more public 
ownership of education.” 

All of which is very appropriate, 
for, if one listens to Demos, now 
the Administrator for Special Edu- 
cation for the City of Malden, there 
is nothing as vital to any commu- 
nity as education. 

“Schools play the most important 
role that there is in our society,” 
Demos said, adding accordingly 
that educating young people is 
“everyone’s responsibility.” 

Being on the school committee 


has just been one way that Demos 
has been able to fulfill that self- 
mandated responsibility to a great- 
er degree, and in the town in which 
he resides. 

And while no longer autono- 
mous, thé committee is still charg- 
ed with some forboding tasks, most 
prominently hiring and keeping in 
check the superintendent who runs 
the whole rest of the show and also 
negotiating teacher contracts. 

For now, though, Demos wants 
to step aside, give someone else a 
chance. 

“I feel that other people should 
get involved with the town,” he 
said, most notably younger people 
“They should get on there and 
speak for the youth of the town.” 

For his part, Demos isn’t citing 
age as a reason for his not seeking 
reelection: 

“Age doesn’t mean a thing to 
me,” he said, “it's what you can 
do.” 

Or what you want you to. do. 
For now, Demos is looking for- 
ward to a little relaxation. 

“I gave it all these years,” he 
said. “I just want to relax a while 
and do some.other things.” 

Of course, he hasn't ruled out a 
return to the school board. 

“I never close‘the doar on any- 
thing,” Demos said. “I don’t want 
to say definitely no [to a return] 
because year to year you don’t 
know what you're going to do.” 

What he has done for 15 of the 
last 23 years is serve his town in 
the interest of the best possible 
education for its youth

Wilmington Republicans, 
keeping in step with the rest of 
Massachusetts and the four other 
New England states holding 
primaries Tuesday, gave 39 percent 
support to Sen. Bob Dole of 
Kansas. Commentator Patrick J 
Buchanan was second, pulling in 34 
percent of Wilmington’s GOP vote, 
while publisher Steve Forbes (13 
percent) and former Tennessee 
Gov. Lamar Alexander (8 percent) 
were third and fourth, respectively 

On a cold and rainy afternoon, 
just 1,624 voters, or 13 percent of 
those registered in the town, came 
out to vote, 1,122 on Republican 
ballots. Of the 496 marking 
Democratic ballots, 407, or 82 
percent chose President Bill 
Clinton, while 55 voters (11 
percent) stated “iio preference.” 

In more local races, 
Wilmington’s Jay J. Donovan 
cruised over opponent Stephen K 
Walker, of Ipswich, 343-29, in this 
town in the race for Democratic 


State Committee Man. For 
Democratic State Committee 
Woman, Carolyn J. Johnson, 
running unopposed, took in 270 
votes. 

In the race for Democratic Town 
Committee, all running were 
elected. Rep. James Miceli, of 
Webber Street, topped the ticket 
with 291 votes, while James Banda 
of Marie Drive (185), Anna 
Visconti of Nassau Ave. (179) and 
Selectman Robert Cain of Arlene 
Avenue (177) rounded out the top 
four. 

Republican voters liked Robert 
DiPasquale of Englewood Drive 
best for the Town Committee, 
giving him 405 nods. Al Meegan 
of Grace Drive (381), William 
Hooper of Marcia Road (377) and 
Ruth Kitchener of Aldrich Road 
(365) were also among those 
elected to the committee. 

For Republican State Committee 
Man, Wilmington liked Dale C. 
Jenkins Jr. of Boxford over E. Carl 
Dasch of Rowley, 471-207 votes.

Although the League of Women 
Voters strongly advocated the de- 
velopment of a master plan for the 
town following a two-year study of 
planning and zoning in the early 
60's, it is incorrect to indicate that 
the League “took it upon themsel- 


ves to have a plan drafted.” 

With the League’s support, the 
planning board and other town of- 
ficials at that time .made.a decision 
to seek matching funds from the 
federal government and local in- 
dustries to develop a master plan. 
A consultant was engaged to under-. 
take a study of the town and the 
Comprehensive General Plan (Mas- 
ter Plan) was completed in 1970.

School in Wilmington was, in 
ancient days the home of the Buck 
family. The house, built (if memory 
is correct) in 1671 is the oldest 
existing home in Wilmington today. 
Before the advent of the early 
Puritans, that hill, and several 
others nearby was the home of the 
early Indians. They lived on those 
hills bordering the brook which is a 
part of the Ipswich River. 


About 40 years ago a school was 
constructed on that hill - today the 
Wildwood School, so named by the 
School Committee.

The 28 member Technology 

Committee for the Tewksbury 
Public Schools is nearing the 
completion of its task - to prepare a 
long range plan for the 
implementation of technology in the 
Tewksbury Public Schools. Over 
the past six months, this committee 
has addressed the requirements 
stipulated by the State Department 
ducation for the creation of a 
wide Technology Plan. 
.s part of the plan, the committee 
developed a vision statement of 
what the district would look like if 
technology plans were realized. 

Technology Vision Statement: 

Classrooms i in the near future will 
reorganize at least in 
part; to addre: ic problems 
and issues, issues that are generated 
by or for students’ pressing 
concerns. Teachers and students 
will draw on electronic and print 
resources around the world to 
locate and retrieve relevant data and 
information within minutes to 
address these problems. In these 
classrooms of the future, students 
will debate, revise, interpret and 
analyze incoming data to arrive at 
reasoned conclusions. They will use 
a wide variety of communication 
vehicles to effectively deliver their 
conclusions to appropriate 
audiences. ° 

In the future, teachers will be 
trained to plan and organize and 
conduct classroom activities 
electronically drawing from 
instructional resources throughout 
the world. Thus teachers in 
‘Tewksbury might pursue a unit and 


conduct classes concurrently with 
teachers and students from 
anywhere in the U.S. or the world. 
All classrooms,in the future, will 
be electronically connected to one 
another and to the community at 
large, insuring the rapid flow of 
information to and from the 
classroom, administrative offices, 
the home, and the world at large. 
Grades, attendance, student 
histories. and curriculum infor- 
mation will be appropriately 
collected, stored and reported. 


To achieve the vision, the 
committee developed six working 
goals. 


1. To increase access for all 
students/teachers to information, 
research and human resources. 

2. To provide professional 
training for teachers to insure that 
all students master grade: 
appropriate technology skills. 

3. To improve the ability of all 
students to analyze: data and 
information. 

4. To improve writing and 
communication skills of all students. 

5. To increase communication 
within the school district’ and the 
school community. 

6. To mairtain administrative 
efficiency and to increase access to 
information through the upgrading 
of data processing applications. 

The committee is now working on 
the the last phases of the plan - 
determining the resources needed to 
teach these goals and putting the 
resulting information into a 
workable implementation plan.

A lockdown has been ordered at 
the main building of the Billerica 
House of Correction as a result of 
recent physical confrontations 
involving some 60 inmates: 
According to Sheriff's Department

Which ever way anyone looked at 
“ethe-70 minutes of hockey that was 
»iplayed over the two days, the Wil- 
mington players surely played their 
hearts out and gave the fans every- 
thing they possibly had - they just 
‘fell short. 

"I couldn't have asked for any- 
thing more from these kids, than 
what we saw in these past two days," 

«+ said head coach Steve Scanlon. "We 
accomplished a lot of firsts this year 
and no one thought we would win 
16 games against some of the teams 
we did. I'm very proud of these 
kids - one of these years [a tourna- 
ment game] will go our way. 

"I thought they were more aggres- 
sive than we were [on Tuesday].

It might have seemed as if the 
biggest reason why they lost 69-40 
was because everything Swampscott 
threw in the air went in and every- 
thing the Cats shot, danced in, 
around, and out of the net. That 
wasn't the sole reason, but it was a 
big reason. 

Perhaps the biggest reason why 
the team lost to Swampscott was 
because they simply were a better, 
bigger, faster and more experienced 
basketball team than Wilmington 
was. Swampscott dominated the 
boards, hit the open jumpers and 
had six players in double figures in 
scoring. Wilmington had one, Jeff 
Arciero, who had 16, including 
four three-pointers. 

"No matter if we hit all of those 
shots that went in and out, we knew 
we had our hands full," said head 
coach Jim McCune, whose team 
finished the season with a 14-8 
overall record. 

"We had to take a lot of risks to- 
day. They had a few big kids that 
we had to key on the whole game, 
We knew that if we had any shot at 
beating them we had to keep them in 
the 50's. But, I think it was a little 
overwhelming for our kids today. 
But, it gave the nine kids that are 
coming back great experience. 
They are a great team - no doubt 
about it. We got everything we 
could out of our kids this year," 
McCune summed up. 

Swampscott jumped out to a quick 


7-0 lead, but Wilmington returned 
the favor going on their own 7-0 
run to tie it. Arciero hit two 
freebies with 10:15 remaining in the 
half and that was the only time in the 
game Wilmington led. Swampscott 
hit a three-pointer which seemed to 
diminsh any thoughts of the Cats 
reaching another level in the state 
tournament. 

Wilmington missed four straight 
shots and then a three-pointer be- 
fore Arciero hit a three to make it 
16-13. After that, it was all Swamp- 
scott, as they went on a 19-5 run to 
close out the half in the last eight 
minutes - eight of those points came 
off of Wilmington turnovers. 

Trailing by 17 at the half with the 
team just shooting 22 percent from 
the floor, McCune changed his de- 


fensive line-up and went man-to- 
man hoping to not only stop their 
potent offense, but to maybe per- 
haps get something going on the 
offensive scheme of things. Neither 
worked. 

After Arciero hit a three-pointer 
early in the second half to make it 
39-23, Swampscott continued to 
bounce their leads between 15-20 
until the final seven minutes where 
they pushed the lead to 29 to finish it 
out, 

Overall, it was another successful 
season for the boys hoop team and 
McCune said he will really miss the 
six seniors who will be leaving.

Comet due this month!

‘There's a comet coming! In fact, 
there are two, and both could be 
visible to the naked eye. 

This month, Comet C/1996B2, or 
Comet Hyakutake (named after its 
finder) will appear in the northern 
sky. It's up there now, in Libra in 
the morning hours, but it's faint. 

Hyakutake will makes it nearest 
pass on March 25, and with luck the 
visitor will be easily visible beside 
the Big Dipper. The labcoats are 
saying the comet may be brighter 
than the stars in the Big Dipper, so 
it could be visible. Hopefully. 

Or maybe not. 

Scientiests are also excited about 
Comet Hale-Bopp, which passes by 
us early next year, Hyakutake was 
discovered a few weeks ago, while 
Hale-Bopp was discovered in 1995. 
Could that one be the next biggie, 
the next Great Comet of 1066, or 
the Great Comet of 1811? 

Or will these two be duds, like the 
last few “spectaculars" we were 
told about? The astronomers don't 
want to make any predictions, after 
their last few lousy guesses. 

Comet Kohoutek, in early 1974, 
was supposed to be a grand sight, 
but instead it fizzled, possibly due 
to the fact that this was Kohoutek's 
first visit to the sun. Instead of the 
sky-filling wonder that the labcoats 
expected, Kohoutek was just a faint 
smudge in the sky. Halley's Comet 
in 1985-86 was another fizzle, is 
stark contrast to Halley's last show, 
in 1910. Now that was a wild one! 

Among the best comets was the 
Great Daylight Comet of 1910. The 
comet could be seen in broad day- 
light, and at night it was brighter 
than the full moon! The year 1910 
also saw Halley's Comet pass by on 
its 76-year cycle, but.this time there 
was a fear that we'd brush the tail! 
Yes, it was that big! And get this: 
chemical spectral analysis of the tail 
of Halley's Comet saw the presence 
of Cyanogen, which if mixed with a 
certain salt will become Cyanide! 
There was a fear -- baseless but still 
real -- that all life on Earth was 
going to be snuffed out by poison 
gas, and it got so crazy that people 
held "End of the World" parties! 

Of course, in ancient days, the 
appearance of a comet was taken as 
an evil omen, bespeaking battles of 


succession, wars and plagues. 

The two visitors about to pass us 
are not expected to become Great 
Comets, but one never knows. The 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics, in Cambridge, says 
that Comet Hyakutake might have 
visited the sun before, somewhere 
around 10,000 to 20,000 years ago, 
and that this time it could put on a 
pretty good show. Hale-Bopp is too 
far out for predictions, but it may 
also become notable. Hopefully, 
both comets will at least be visible 
with the naked eye, but there's the 
chance they might only be visible 
with binoculars. We'll have to wait 
and see, 

Comets appear sporadically, with 
some 10 to 12 discovered annually. 
More than a few are discovered by 
amateur astronomers, and the new 
one was found by Yuji Hyakutake 
of Japan. In fact, Yuji was seeking 
out a comet he had discovered one 
month before when he lucked out 
and found this one. Some guys... 

There might be dozens of comets 
out there right now, plummeting in 
toward the sun, and we won't know 
until they're found, one by one. 

In fact, there's a theory that 
“comet storms” may appear at some 
point, millions of years apart, and 
that the comet swarms may be resp- 
onsible for mass extinctions! Ask 
any dinosaur what he thinks about 
comets! 

The paths of the two comets now 
approaching were worked out long

READING - Those involved 
in the battle against domestic 
violence in Middlesex East com- 
munities now have a new wea- 
pon on their side. 

Thanks to members of the 
Middlesex County Deputy 
Sheriff’s Association, the area 
police departments now have a 
Domestic Violence Emergency 
Response System (DOVES) 
units available to give to vic- 
tims, to try and prevent any fur- 
ther violent incidents from tak- 
ing place. The Association has 
made the units available to 18 
local departments, such as 
Reading, Winchester, Stoneham, 
and Woburn. 

The DOVES unit is an elec- 
tronic signalling device that 
gives a potential victim of abuse 
(who has obtained a 209A 
restraining order for protection) 
the ability to alert the police 
instantly that a crisis situation 
has developed, without ever hav- 
ing to stop and pick up the 
phone. Law enforcement offi- 
cials don’t want to give out all 
the specifics on how the device 
works (because then the poten- 
tial attacker could dismantle or 


damage it before the attack |j > 


takes place), but it is easy to 
trigger, can be kept very near 
the potential victim, and can be 
operated when outside a home 
or apartment. 


“We're very happy to have }f 


such a device,” said Lieutenant 
Detective Kevin Patterson of the 
Reading police department. “It’s 
just another tool we can use to 
try and stop the spread of 
domestic violence.”

‘DOVES’ unit becomes 
latest weapon in battle 
against domestic violence 


Reading resident Ed Ciampa, 
the president of the Middlesex 
County Deputy Sheriff’s Asso- 
ciation and president of Crest 
Buick in Woburn, said that his 
group is providing the units to 
law enforcement departments, 
while offering them at low 
prices to towns that they cannot 
afford to donate one to. 

The Association agrees to pay 
the cost of the operating fee for 
the unit during the first year of 
service, until the department 
assumes ownership of the 
device. 

Ciampa, Association Trea- 
surer Mike Giacoppo, and 
George Cayon, the chairman for 
the Association’s DOVES com- 
mittee, go out and help install 
the unit after it has been donat- 
ed 


While Reading is one of the 
latest communities to receive 
the device, Stoneham and 
Winchester have had one avail- 
able for over a year now, and 
report no problems with the 
device. 

“It’s a very useful tool,” said

Lieutenant James Pierce of the 
Winchester Police Department. 
“It gives the person the peace of 
mind of knowing that all they 
have to do to alert us is press a 
button. They don’t have to get to 
a phone, and can even be out- 
side their home and still reach 
us. I think they are fantastic 
units, because someone may not 
have the time to dial 911 when 
someone comes crashing thro- 
ugh their house.” 

The unit works within a 50 
foot radius of the home, allowing 
the person who has it to contact 
the police, even when they are in 
a yard, driveway, or garden. 

The Stoneham police depart- 
ment, which had recorded a 30 
percent rise in domestic vio- 
lence cases in 1994 before 
receiving a unit, is happy to 
have one available to those that 
need it. 

“We've never had a problem 
with it, and it’s a wonderful 
device,” said Stoneham Police 
Chief Eugene Passaro. “We used

it about a year ago, but we 
haven’t needed it since then.

Police are provided with 
information about someone 
through a questionnaire, which 
is entered into a computer at the 
police station, and then the 
DOVES unit is activated. 

Each unit has its own signal, 
which allows law enforcement 
officials to distinguish it from 
other units when it is triggered. 
Once the device has been trig- 
gered, police will be given a 
complete history of what has 
taken place at that location, and 
what the current situation is, in 
terms of 209A orders that have 
been issued. 

‘The device would allow a vic- 
tim to run from an area where a 
violent situation may take place, 
rather than having to stay near 
a phone, and because it would 
cut down on potential miscom- 
munication between the police 
and the victim, response time 
should also be reduced. 

Pierce said that one reason 


the units: haven’t received a lot 


of publicity is that police have a 


difficult decision to make decid- 
ing who should get the unit in 
their home. 

“If everyone knew about it, 
they would all want one, and we 
simply don’t have enough to 
meet the demand,” said Pierce. 
“I’m sure that if we had 100 
units, all of them would be 
installed. We try to prioritize 
when deciding who gets a unit. 
We look at the past history of 
the people involved, and give it 
out in situations where there is 
a clear and present danger. We 
need to maintain the ability to 
prioritize situations, because we 
don’t have enough units at this 
time.” 

When trying to decide who 
should get one of the units, 
Pierce and Passaro stated that 
where the potential victim lives 
is also a factor. If the person 
lives outside a well-patrolled 
area, they are more likely to 
receive it than someone who 
lives somewhere where there is 


a regular police presence near-

Jigsaw days 


at Heritage 
Museum 


Collector Anne Williams has 
been collecting old jigsaw puz- 
zles for the past dozen years or 
so, and she's been cutting puz- 
zles longer than that. But 
longest of all she's been putting 
them together. Farmyard puz- 
zles and animal puzzles as a 
child, advancing to Victory puz- 
zles with 1,000 pieces with spe- 
cial shapes cut into them. 

More than 200 puzzles from 
Anne William's exceptional col- 
lection will be on view in the 
exhibition. 

Cutting A Fine Figure: The 
Art of the Jigsaw Puzzle 
February 25 through June 23, at 
the Museum of Our National 
Heritage. 

Anne Williams puzzle collec- 
tion is considered to be the best 
of its kind. Showcased in the 
exhibition will be the oldest 
known jigsaw puzzle in the 
world. That puzzle, cut in 1766 
by John Spilsbury in London, 
depicts the map of Europe. 

In keeping with the order of 
the day, these early puzzles 
where educational in nature, 
and expensive luxury items for 
the upper class. The Spilsbury 
puzzle does not have the inter- 
locking pieces ordinarily associ- 
ated with jigsaw puzzles, only 
curved lines, 


Also presented in Cutting A 
Fine Figure will be a wide array 
of puzzles including puzzles in 3- 
D, puzzles made of plastic, puz- 
zles made of mahogany, puzzles 
made of crepe rubber. The dis- 
play included puzzles with two 
layers, puzzles that tell a solve a 
murder, puzzles illustrating 
diverse figures from sailor boys 
to Richard Nixon, as well as 
puzzles Ms. Williams has cut 
herself. 

The earliest American puz- 
zles dating from 1850 to those 
cut in the 1990s are a particular- 
ly interesting facet of Williams 
collection. The exhibition traces 
the evolution of American puzzle 
making beginning in the mid 
nineteenth century with popular 
appeal peaking during the time 
of the Great Depression.

Until the third act, when 
“Up Close and Personal” turns 
into a 1990's version of “A Star is 
Born,” this is a solid, if not quite 
sparkling love story. 

Robert Redford plays Warren 
Justice, a world weary Miami 
news director who takes a 
chance on ambitious Tally 
Atwater (Michelle Pfeiffer.) A 
former waitress and craps deal- 
er with almost no formal train- 
ing, she’s hired by Justice 
because he recognizes her huge 
ambition. That and the fact she 
looks great on camera. 

One of the best aspects of 
this romance is that it takes its 
time building a relationship 
between Warren and Tally. He’s 
older and considerably jaded, 
with an attitude of “been there, 
done that.” She’s eager to learn, 
and is very green, but no bimbo. 
She wants success, but only the 
old-fashioned way. By the time 


these two take a chance on each 
other, we've been able to get to 
know and like them. 

Writers Joan Didion and John 
Gregory Dunne carefully built 
mature and interesting charac- 
ters who, sadly, spout dialogue 
that is less than wonderful. Not 
that you could call any part of 
the movie badly written, but 
most of the conversations are 
rather mundane when you con- 
sider the experience behind this 

This does have Redford, 
though, and the old guy still 
radiates star quality. Not only 
does he have sex appeal, but 
Redford’s performance has an 
unexpected grittiness, a rebel- 
liousness that is refreshing. 
Pfeiffer is no slouch either, 
bringing much personality to 
her character, giving Tally a 
nervous edginess that is rather 
endearing. You can actually see 
what these two need from one 
another as he becomes her men- 
tor and she reminds him of why 
he loves the business. 

Uninspired dialogue aside, 
the screenwriters did a credible 
job of laying the foundation for 
this romance. So it is surprising 
where the ending finally takes 
us, which is no place, is not ter- 
ribly original.

The wallboard in our kitchen has a large hole 
in it. How do I make necessary repairs to it? 


Wallboard is easily marred 
and damaged, but fortunately 
it’s easy to repair. 

Here are some tips on 
making it look as good as new: 

Dents and Si Holes 

— Use a Ginch wallboard 
knife to fill a dent or surface 
scratch with joint compound. 
Let it dry 24 hours. Compound 
shrinks when drying, so apply 
a second coat. Lightly wet-sand 
it with a sponge to level it. 

— For a small hole, apply a

Larger Holes 

— For a baseball-size hole, 
cut a rectangle around the hole 
with a w saw. Apply 
wallboard adhesive to a 1-by-2 
scrap that’s a few inches wider 
than the hole. Insert the board 
inside the hole, hold it in place 
and fasten it to the wallboard 
with wallboard screws. Then
